It-is interesting to speculate 
how long the institution of war 
could be maintained if it were 
impoasible to persuade all young, 
untried soldiers that the affair 
was a gay and glamorous adven- 


_|ture. The young fellow who is 


starting off for the front in- 
variably goes with a song and a 
smile. How he comes back may 
be something else again; but at 
least he starts out with - the 
conviction that the sky is blue, 
that he is a stout fellow, and 
that unimaginable excitement 
and daring deeds are ahead of 
him. All this was called to mind 
recently ' by publication of a 
newspaper photograph showing 
a contingent of Italian troops 
embarking for Afric: Tt was a 
traditional photograph of its 
kind; laughing, hilarious young 
men waving their arms, fondling 
their guns; heads protruding 
from car windows, eager faces 
expressing all the gay anticipa- 
tion of youth beginning a high 
adventure, And to look at it is 
to feel a deep regret that ex- 
perience is, after all, the only 
teacher to which youth will 
listen, Young men have been 
goivg off to war through endless 
centuries, and each time they 
started out in just this way— 
with smiles and laughter and 
expectant cheers, to bump into 
reality quite unlike their brave 
expectations.

A SUBSIDY 1S A SUBSIDY 


President Roosevelt has run up 
a battle Nag over the, American 
merchant marine. | His special 
message to Congress calling for 
subsidisation of private ship in- 
terests is a blunt declaration of 
American shipping policy. , It car- 
ries foree and direction that has 
hitherto been conspicuously lack- 
ing: It calls a spude a spade. 
This {s moro than can be said for 
policies that hitherto have camou- 
flayed subsidies ns low-interest- 
bearing loans for ‘ private ship- 
building, and as inflated payments 
for, ocean mail contracts. But it 
algo entaila grave responsibilities. 
The President says. in effect that 
subsidisation’ should cover’ the 
difference in relatively higher cost 
of building and maintaining Amer- 
ican ships, and that it should take 
into consideration subsidies which 
other governments grant their 
shipping. The problem this policy 
ovokes.is_not.one_of_direction..but. 
of distance. To determine how 
far the United States shall go in 
xranting subsidies on the basis of 
the amounts which foreign govern- 
ments grant their shipping is to 
adopt an elastic yardstick ‘which 
intense jnternational competition 
has stretched to the breaking point 
in many maritime nations,

A per- 
formance of John Masefleld’s Play 
“Good Friday" will form part. of 
special ovening services this week 
on Wednesday and Thursday, ‘at 
9 pm. -

dition to his "Good Friday,” te is 


fh| Also well-known for his writings 


of the sea. The play to be given 
in the Cathedral is included in 
his book of Collected Poems 
which wae firat published in 1923. 

The scene of the, play is . the 
payed court outside the Roman 
Citadel in Jerusalem. .At the 
beginning ._ Pilate,.. the Roman 
Governor, Informs Longinus, the 
Centurion, that the normal cus- 
tom, by which one prisoner an- 
nually was sot free at ‘the time of 
the Feast of the Passover, would 
be observed and that the mob had 
chosen ‘the convict Barabbas. 
Jesus is‘already a prisoner but 


Pilate informs the Clilef Pricst. 


that he {s unable to find Him 
guilty of the chnrges of sedition 
and blasphemy, The play yocs on 
‘to relate the utory of the.Gospels, 
of how Pilate succumbs to the 
insidious words of the Chief 
Priest and sentences Jesus to be 
crucified. : 

Jesus is crucified. One called 
“Madman,” madman in the eyes 
of the world of that time, In con- 
trast with the confusion of the 
fickle crowd, shows that he has 
seen ‘the true vision of the life 
of Jesus and His crucifixion. | 

The play continues to portray 
the story of the Gospels and‘ ends 
with the crowd settling to the 
ordinaty affairs of the Passover. 
Only that. same “Madman” haa 
really seen the true vision, that 
our Lord Jesus Christ died that 
we might have eternal life. 

“Good Friday” recalls the death 
of Jesus and the events immediate- 
ly leading up to'it as seen by a 
detached but observant onlook.

“UNPLEASANT ALTERNATIVES 


 Vhis correspondent has discussed 
the dangers of the situation with 
gome of the «most experienced 
students of international commerce 
and politics, and among them aro 
some: conyinced that a “business 
war’ is Inevitable. The pessimists 
feel that Japan to-day is assuming 
a position in the commorelal fletd 
comparable in many ways, to that 
which Germany oceupled in the Inst 
few years preceding .the World 
War. If such a drastic measure 
as Wir seems fantastic os a 
‘counter-attack against a purely 
business competitor, the prophets 
of war assert that it would seem 
lesa fantastic to a nation facing 
even partial famine as result of

A SUBSIDY 1S‘A SUBSIDY 


President Roosevelt has run up 
a battle flag over the American 
merchant marine. His special 
message to Congress calling for 
subsidisntion of private ship in- 
terests is a blunt declaration of 
American shipping policy. It cpr- 
rics force and direction that has 
hitherto been conspicuously lack- 
ing. It calls a spade 2 spade. 
This js more thun can be said for 
policies that hitherto have camou- 
flaged subsidies as low-interest- 
bearing loans for private ship- 
bullding, and as inflated payments 
for ocean mail contracts. But it 
also entails grave responsibilities, 
The President says in effect that 
subsidisation should cover - the 
difference in relatively. higher cost 
of building and maintaining Amer- 
ican ships, and that it should take 
into consideration subsidies which 
other governments. grant 
shipping. The problem this policy 
evokes is not one of direction but 
of distance. To determine how 
Sar_the-United_States-shall- go: in 
granting subsidies on the basis of 
the amounts which foreign yovern- 
ments grant their shipping is to 
adopt an elastic yardstick which 
intertse international compotition 
has stretched to the breaking point 
in many maritime nations.

ECONOMIC DANGER 


_The problem confronting Con- 
xress is to decide what practical 
limitations it shall place upon the 
Admintistration’s policy. Failure 
to recognise this may allow the 
United States to drift into. the 
thick of an economic war. 
ts no other name for the struggle 
nations are waging to sustain their 
foreign trade services. The’ Pre-

MISSIONS ATTACKED 
‘LORD MARLEY OBJECTS TO 
WORK IN: CHINA 


London, Apr, 12. 

A yigorous attack upon Euro- 
pean missionaries In China -was 
made by, Lord Marley at the Lon- 
don Lycoum Club debating neciety 
in proposing the motion, “China 
should be left free from inter- 
ference, to work out her vwn 
destiny.” 

The motion was lost by six votes. 

Lord Marley said that the mis- 
slonaries had secured a footing In 
China, “by one of .the . most 
fraudilent international acts the 
world had ever known,” namely the 
-treaty-writton-in_French_and_Chi-. 
nese, drawn up by a Catholic priest, 
and an agreement with the Chinese 
which secured that the French 
version. should be.the definitive 
dJanguage"in the interpretation of 
the treaty. : : 

A clause was included in the 
French version, which did not: 
exist In the Chinese version, stat- 
ing that missionaries were entitled 
to hold Jand. Thus, apart from 
the good work thoy did, they 
secured all the best land and were 
able to support their right of 
ownership by armed force. ° 

. Lord Marley declared that the 
worst explaitation he had ever 
heard of existed in Indo-China. 

French colonials, he sajd, were 
always thinking about | returning 
to Paris to spend what they made 
in the colonies, whereas the British 
make their colonlés as comfortable 
ps-possible in order to do thelr 
job properly. 

Mr. J. P. McGillivray, a banker 
from China, opposing the motion, | 
said that everything that Britaln 
had done in China had improved 
the conditions of the people— 
Reuter. ‘
